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NEWSPAPERS 

1 . NYTIMES (GWERTZMAN): "KISSINGER IS WARNED OF URGENCY 
IN AFRICA; ZAMBIAN LEADER TELLS HIM HE HAS DAYS, NOT WEEKS, 

TO SUCCEED." 

"LUSAKA - SEC OF STATE KISSINGER WAS WARNED BY PRES KAUNDA 
TODAY THAT UNLESS HE SUCCEEDED SOON IN BRINGING ABOUT BLACK 
RULE IN RHODESIA AND S-W AFRICA, BLACK AFRICANS WILL FIGHT 
TO THE LAST MAN IF NECESSARY.' 

"IN A HIGHLY EMOTIONAL EXCHANGE WITH KISSINGER, THE ZAMBIAN 
PRES SAID, 'YOU ONLY HAVE A FEW DAYS, NOT WEEKS, TO SUCCEED.' 

"DABBING HIS EYES WITH A HANDKERCHIEF, KAUNDA SAID: 'IF YOU 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FAIL WE SHALL REACH A POINT OF NO RETURN.' 

"'GOD HELP YOUR MISSION,' HE SAID. 
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"IN SPEAKING OF DAYS', KAUNDA WAS REFERRING TO KISSINGER S 
VISIT TOMORROW TO PRETORIA ... 

"BUT REPORTERS ACCOMPANYING KISSINGER ABOARD HIS ... JET 
FROM DAR TO LUSAKA THIS MORNING WERE TOLD AGAIN THAT 
KISSINGER VIEWED AS REMOTE THE POSSIBILITY THAT SMITH AT 
THIS STAGE WOULD AGREE TO THE TERMS SET BY KISSINGER 
FOR A MEETING. 

"KISSINGER INFORMED NYERERE YESTERDAY AND KAUNDA TODAY 
OF THE CONDITIONS FOR A SMITH MEETING. BOTH BLACK 
LEADERS HAVE ACCEPTED THE VALUE OF MEETINGS BETWEEN KISS- 
INGER AND VORSTER AND SMITH IF THEY PROMOTE PROGRESS 
TOWARD BLACK RULE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. BUT THEY 
OBJECT TO SUCH MEETINGS IF THEY ONLY ENHANCE THE INTER- 
NATIONAL REPUTATIONS OF THE WHITE LEADERS WHOSE REGIMES 
ARE DETESTED IN BLACK AFRICA. 

"NYERERE, WHO SEES HIMSELF AS A LEADER OF THE MILITANT 
WING OF THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT, SAID LAST NIGHT THAT HE 
WAS NOT ENCOURAGED SO FAR BY KISSINGER'S MEDIATION 
EFFORTS. BUT KAUNDA, SOMEWHAT MORE MODERATE THAN NYERERE, 
SEEMED ALMOST DESPERATE FOR SUCCESS SO THAT ALL OUT 
CONFLICT IN THIS PART OF THE WORLD CAN BE AVOIDED. 

"SITTING ACROSS FROM KISSINGER IN HIS STATE HOUSE, 

... KAUNDA SAID REPEATEDLY THAT UNLESS KISSINGER’S MISSION 
PROVED SUCCESSFUL WE WILL FIGHT.’ 

"TWICE HE QUOTED VORSTER HAS HAVING SAID SUCH A WAR WOULD 
BE TOO GHASTLY TO CONTEMPLATE. 1 

KISSINGER SEEMED MOVED BY KAUNDA'S EMOTIONAL PRESENTATION 
IN FRONT OF CAMERAS AND REPORTERS AND SAID THE UNITED 
STATES SHARED THE VIEW THAT TIME IS RUNNING OUT.' 

’"YOU CAN BE SURE THAT I AM CONSCIOUS OF THE RESPONSIBILITY’ 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HE SAID. I DON'T KNOW WHETHER WE CAN SUCCEED WHERE OTHERS 
HAVE ATTEMPTED FOR MORE THAN A DECADE.' 

"HE CONCLUDED BY SAYING A PRAYER FOR ALL OF US, FOR YOUR 
PEOPLE AND OUR PEOPLE, THAT I CAN BRING YOU ENCOURAGING 
NEWS.' 

KISSINGER WILL RETURN TO LUSAKA AND DAR ON MONDAY TO REPOR 
TO KAUNDA AND NYERERE ON HIS TALKS WITH VORSTER AS WELL 
AS ANY THAT MIGHT BE HELD WITH SMITH. 

"ALTHOUGH NYERERE TOOK A HARD LINE YESTERDAY AGAINST 
ANY CONCESSIONS TOWARD A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT, THE 
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KISSINGER PARTY CONTINUES TO BELIEVE THAT THE BLACK 
AFRICANS WOULD PERFER A NEGOTIATED SOLUTION AND WILL MAKE 
SOME CONCESSIONS TO THAT END. BUT UNTIL NEGOTIATIONS 
SEEM CERTAIN OF SUCCESS, KISSINGER EXPECTS THE BLACK 
AFRICANS TO INSIST ON NO COMPROMISES. 

"AN ISSUE WHERE THIS IS ACUTE IS THE EFFORTS TO CONVENE 
A CONFERENCE ON S-W AFRICA, ALSO KNOWN AS NAMIBIA. THE 
BLACK AFRICANS WANT ONLY THE NATIONALIST GROUP THEY 
RECOGNIZE - SWAPO - TO NEGOTIATE WITH SOUTH AFRICA FOR 
INDEPENDENCE WHILE KISSINGER BELIEVES ALL PARTIES SHOULD

"LIKEWISE THE BLACK AFRICANS SEEM RELUCTANT TO DEAL WITH 
SMITH UNTIL HE AGREES AHEAD OF TIME TO THE PRINCIPAL OF 
A BLACK TAKEOVER. 

"KISSINGER HOPES TO RECEIVE FROM VORSTER A FIRM AGREEMENT 
ON A CONFERENCE ON S-W AFRICA, A WILLINGNESS TO DEAL 
WITH THE SWAPO AND A STATEMENT OF SUPPORT FOR BLACK 
MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA WITHIN A SHORT TIME. 

KISSINGER ALSO EXPECTS VORSTER TO REPORT WHETHER HE BELIEVES 
SMITH IS READY TO YIELD TO THE PRESSURE FOR BLACK 
MAJORITY RULE."

IS SHORT"

KISSINGER TODAY THAT HE HAS 'ONLY A FEW DAYS. NOT WEEKS' 

TO PRODUCE A DIPLOMATIC FORMULA FOR RESOLVING SOUTHERN 
AFRICA'S SPIRALING RACIAL CONFLICT. 

’"IF YOU FAIL WE SHALL HAVE REACHED A POINT OF NO RETURN,' 
KAUNDA SAID, ADDING, 'THE TRAGEDY WILL BE TOO GHASTLY TO 
CONTEMPLATE' IN THE TOLL OF LIVES AND DESTRUCTION IN BLACK 
WHITE WARFARE ACROSS RHODESIA, NAMIBIA AND SOUTH AFRICA. 
MAY GOD HELP YOU ON YOUR MISSION,' HE TOLD KISSINGER, 

WHO LEAVES BLACK AFRICA FRIDAY FOR WHITE-RULED SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

"HIS TALKS WITH SOUTH AFRICAN PM VORSTER IN PRETORIA THIS 
WEEKEND WILL BE THE CRITICAL TEST FOR THE POSSIBLE SUCCESS 
OF KISSINGER'S PLUNGE INTO AFRICAN SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY. 

"IN SOUTH AFRICA KISSINGER MAY ALSO MEET WITH RHODESIAN 
PM SMITH. THE PRIORITY TARGET OF BLACK AFRICAN GUERRILLA 
WARFARE, WHO WILL BE IN SOUTH AFRICA THIS WEEKEND. 

"AMERICAN SOURCES INSIST THAT KISSINGER HAS ’NO PLANS' 
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TO MEET WITH SMITH. BUT THEY NOW ACKNOWLEDGE THAT KISS- 
INGER HAS KNOWN FOR SEVERAL DAYS OF THE SMITH VISIT TO 
SOUTH AFRICA AND HAS SOUNDED OUT KAUNDA AND NYERERE ABOUT 
A POSSIBLE KISSINGER-SMITH MCETING. 

"WHETHER KISSINGER MEETS SMITH, IT IS SAID, DEPENDS ON 
WHAT HAPPENS IN THE KISSINGER- VORSTER TALKS.

"... KISSINGER HAS MAINTAINED THAT THERE IS NOTHING FOR HI 
TO TALK TO SMITH ABOUT UNTIL RHODESIA’S WHITES ACCEPT THAT 
PREMISE. THE US IS COMMITTED TO A BRITISH PROPOSAL THAT 
MAJORITY RULE MUST COME WITHIN TWO YEARS FOR RHODESIA. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NEWSMEN ACCOMPANYING KISSINGER HAD BEEN TOLD THERE IS NO 
POINT TO A KISSINGER-SMITH MEETING UNLESS SUCH A MEETING 
CULMINATES A PROCESS THAT IS 99 PERCENT COMPLETE. TONIGHT 
HOWEVER, WORD WAS PASSED TO NEWSMEN THAT AMERICAN STRATEGY 
REMAINS UNCHANGED BUT CANNOT LITERALLY BE HELD TO MATHE-

"KISSINGER LAST NIGHT WAS STUNG IN DAR BY NYERERE S

AFRICAN'S VORSTER IN ZURICH WHICH ENDED 10 DAYS AGO. 

IN FACT, NYERERE TOLD THE WORLD, HE WAS EVEN LESS 
ENCOURAGED THAN HE WAS BEFORE ABOUT THE PROSPECTS FOR 
NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

"HIS NEGATIVE PUBLIC DECLARATIONS, PLUS THE SUSPICIONS 
PUBLICLY AIRED BY NYERERE ABOUT AMERICAN MOTIVES IN THE 
SOUTHERN AFRICAN RACIAL STRUGGLE STUNNED THE KISSINGER 
CAMP. 

"THERE IS UNCERTAINTY AMONG THE AMERICAN STRATEGISTS 
WHETHER NYERERE HAS CONCLUDED THAT THE KISSINGER STRATEGY 
IS STALEMATED, OR WHETHER NYERERE WAS ESSENTIALLY TRYING

UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOLUTIONS TO AFRICA'S RACIAL TURMOIL. HE IS ALSO AN 
EXTREMELY CLOSE ASSOCIATE OF NYERERE. 

"AFTER TWO HOURS OF PRIVATE TALKS IN LUSAKA, KAUNDA AND 
KISSINGER AND THEIR CHIEF ADVISORS FACED EACH OTHER OVER 
A LONG CONFERENCE TABLE WITH NEWSMEN PRESENT AT THE OUT- 
SET. 

” ... TODAY KAUNDA'S EMOTIONS WERE AROUSED BY FEAR THAT 

THIS VISION (OF LUSAKA SPEECH) MIGHT TURN TO ASHES. 

”... REFERRING TO VORSTER AND SMITH, KAUNDA SAID, ’YOU ARE 
DEALING WITH PEOPLE WHO DON'T LIVE IN THIS WORLD. THEY 
LIVE IN A DIFFERENT WORLD.' 

" ...KAUNDA SAID WE HAVE NO ROMANTIC VIEW ABOUT ARMED 
STRUGGLE' ... 

"KAUNDA SAID AT ONE POINT. ’I DON'T UNDERSTAND THE WEST 
AT ALL'. THOSE 'WHO HAVE INVESTED IN NAMIBIA ' AND 
OTHER MINORITY WHITE-RULED NATIONS STAND TO LOSE THEIR 
INVESTMENT THROUGH WAR.

"KISSINGER PLANS TO RETURN TO LUSAKA ON MONDAY TO BRIEF 
KAUNDA ON THE RESULTS OF HIS TALKS IN SOUTH AFRICA AND 
WILL FLY TO DAR THE SAME DAY FOR ANOTHER ROUND OF TALKS 
WITH NYERERE.

"THE PEACE MUST BE A PEACE OF RICH AND POOR ALIKE,’ 

KISSINGER SAID.

"LUSAKA - KAUNDA STRODE INTO THE MEETING ROOM OF THE 
STATE HOUSE HERE THURSDAY, SAT DOWN FACING SEC OF STATE 
KISSINGER, AND MADE AN IMPASSIONED PLEA FOR THE SUCCESS 
OF KISSINGER'S AFRICAN PEACE SHUTTLE THAT HAD BOTH MEN 
NEAR TEARS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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’"WE SHALL WORK VERY, VERY HARD AND SUCCEED BECAUSE IF 
WE DON’T, THE ALTERNATIVE IS TOO GHASTLY TO CONTEMPLATE,’ 
KAUNDA SAID. ’IF YOU FAIL, WE SHALL FIGHT - TO THE LAST 
MAN IF NECESSARY.' 

’"YOU HAVE DAYS, NOT WEEKS. IN THE NEXT FEW DAYS WE’LL BE

KAUNDA SPOKE AFTER MEETING PRIVATELY WITH KISSINGER FOR

AT A LONG TABLE, KAUNDA LOOKED KISSINGER STRAIGHT IN THE

UPTED ONLY WHEN HE STOPPED TO FIGHT BACK EMOTION. 
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"WE BELIEVE VERY STRONGLY THAT FOR US THERE CAN BE NO

HAVE JUST SPOKEN BECAUSE TOO OFTEN, EVENTS ARE CAST IN A 
COLD POLITICAL STRUCTURE,’ KISSINGER SAID.

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"KAUNDA'S SENTIMENTS WERE IN CONTRAST TO DISCOURAGING VIEWS 
EXPRESSED WEDNESDAY BY NYERERE. ... 

’’DESPITE KAUNDA'S WARMTH FOR KISSINGER, THE ZAMBIAN LEADER 
ECHOED NYERERE IN DESCRIBING PROBLEMS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
AS NEARLY INSOLUBLE WITHOUT WAR OR CAPITULATION BY THE 
WHITE GOVERNMENTS OF RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

"KISSINGER GOES TO SOUTH AFRICA FRIDAY AMID RUMORS HE MAY

"REPORTERS ABOARD KISSINGER'S PLANE WERE TOLD SUCH A

PRESIDENT KAUNDA, BEFORE HIS TALKS WITH KISSINGER, PAID AN 
EMOTIONAL TRIBUTE TO U.S. POLICY. BUT KAUNDA'S TRIBUTE WAS 
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PUNCTUATED WITH SOMBER WARNINGS. 

SO FIVE MONTHS AFTER HE STATED SOUTHERN AFRICA POLICY, KIS 
SINGER FOUND ITS FUTURE IN DOUBT. AND HIS METHODS OF PURSUING IT 
REMAIN SHROUDED AND CONFUSING. 

ON SURFACE, KAUNDA'S DECLATATION OF SUPPORT CONTRASTED SHARPLY 
WITH WORDS OF TAMZANIAN PRESIDENT NYERERE WEDNESDAY. 

MEANWHILE, REPORTS FROM UMTALIA, RHODESIA, THAT DIEHARD WHITE 
MINORITY PM SMITH PLANS A RETURN TRIP TO PRETORIA THIS WEEK 
END RENEWED SPECULATION THAT A KISSINGER-SMITH MTG IS IN 
WORKS, DESPITE OFFICIAL U.S. DISCLAIMERS. 

QUESTION OF WHETHER THE KISSINGER MISSION IS MTG PROGRESS IS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEEPENED FURTHER BY KISSINGER'S OWN HABIT OF WORKING PRIMARILY 
IN SECRET AND AT SAME TIME SURFACING OCCASIONAL, CAREFULLY 
CONTRIVED PUBLIC SIGNALS, SOME MISLEADING, SOME OPTIMISTIC, 

SOME DELIBERATELY DOWNBEAT. 

CONFUSION OVER MTG SMITH IS A CASE IN POINT. IN ZURICH 
EARLIER THIS MONTH, KISSINGER DECLARED PUBLICLY AFTER HIS 
INTERIM MTG WITH VORSTER THERE THAT A MTG AT THIS STAGE 
WITH SMITH WOULD BE VIRTUALLY OUT OF QUESTION. 

IN WASHINGTON LAST WEEKEND, KISSINGER T06D A NEWS CONFERENCE 
THAT MTG WITH SMITH WAS STILL TO BE DECIDED UPON-THEREBY 
APPEARING TO OPEN A DOOR THAT PREVIOUSLY HAD SEEMED CLOSE.D 

ON FIRST LEG OF CURRENT TRIP, DOOR APPEARED TO CLOSE AGAIN. 
REPORTERS TRAVELING WITH SECRETARY WERE TOLD THAT KISSINGER 
INSISTED UPON SMITH S ACCEPTANCE OF BLACK MAJORITY RULE 
WITHIN TWO YEARS AS A PRECONDITION FOR A MTG. 

IN DAR ES SALAAM, NYERERE TOLD NEWS CONFERENCE WEDNESDAY 
THAT QUESTION OF A SMITH-KISSINGER MTG HAD COME UP DURING 
HIS OWN DAYLONG TALKS WITH KISSINGER. 

WITHOUT ELABORATING ON CONDITIONS, KISSINGER MAY HAVE LAID 
DOWN FOR SUCH A MTG, NYERERE DENOUNCED ITS PROSPECT. HE 
SAID IT WOULD MERELY MAKE SMITH APPEAR RESPECTABLE IN SAME 
WAY VORSTER APPEARED TO HAVE GAINED SOME PRESTIGE BY HIS 
CONTACTS WITH KISSINGER IN RECENT MONTHS.

KAUNDA HIMSELF HELD A BRIEF, INFORMAL NEWS CONFERENCE WITH 
REPORTERS. THE ZAMBIAN PRESIDENT SAYING THAT WHAT HE 
WOULD LIKE HAK TO BRING BACK FROM HIS TALKS IN PRETORIA 
THIS WEEKEND IS A FIRM DECLARATION BY PM IAN SMITH THAT 
HE FAVORS MAIORITY RULE; A VERY SLIPPERY CHARACTER IS THE 
WAY KAUNDA DESCRIBED THE PM.

HAK HAS MET THIS MORNING IN LUSAKA WITH IOSHUA NKOMO, 

ONE OF THE MAIOR BLACK RHODESIAN NATIONALIST LEADERS. 
NKOMO IS THE LEADER OF ONE OF THE THREE MAIOR FACTIONSIN 
RHODESIA, AND INTERESTINGLY IS THE ONE MOST ACCEPTABLE 
TO RHODESIAN WHITES, WHILE HAVING SOVIET BACKING. 
MEANWHILE, SPECULATION CONTINUES ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY
